On notion at a ."special term of 
Fiscal court of Jan. 7. iyi3, it 
was 01 le «d that the roads of 
■Cr'fil^. \ n coun^y bo worked by 
hands to be warned in by the 
County Road Engineer, or his 
assistants, and all able bodied 
male citizens of the county over 
the age of 18 years and under 
the age of 60 years, except li- 
censed ministers of the gospel 
and citizens of incorporated 
towns and cities, are required to 
provide themselves with neces- 
sary tools and implements- and 
to work on public roads of the 
county, not exceeding two days 
in a week and six days in each 
year, provided, however that 
any road hand may pay to the 
county engineer, the sum of 
three dollars. ($3.00) on or be- 
fore the 1st day of June, of any 
year, and upon payment of said 
sum, he will thereby be released 
from work upon the rtwd during 
the said year. The County Road 
Engineer shall immediately pay 
over said sum so paid to him, to 
the county treasurer, who shall 
place same to the credit of road 
fund, and same shall be applied 
and used in the employment of 
graders, plows, and teams and 
hands to wprk upon the roads of 
the county when needed. And 
said treasurer shall keep a seper- 
ate account of such funds from 
that paid to him by the sheriff. 

In employing hands to work 
upon said roads the County En- 
gineer shall pay the prevailing 
wages in the neighborhood where 
said work is done, nst however, 
to ekeeed il.60 nor leas than 
$1.00 per day, for each day of 
eight hours. In view of this 
fact I am now prepared to give 
reenipti to all who want to pay.

Wilson were escorted down the ave- 
nue by the National Guard troop of 
cavalry of Kesex county, .New Jersey. 
The carriage In which rode Vice- 
President-elect Marshall and Presi- 
dent pro tempore Bacon of the United 
States senate was surrounded by the 
members ot the Black Horse troop ot 
the Cnlver Military aoademy ot ladl* 
aaa. This is the first time in the his- 
tory of inaugural ceremonies that a 
guard of honor has escorted a vice- 
president to the scene of bis oath tak- 
ing. 

Parade a Monster Affair. 

The military and the civil parade, a 
huge affair which stretched its 
Heogth for miles along the Washington 
atreets, formed on the avenues radiat- 
ing from the capitol. After President- 
elect Wilson bad become Prosldent 
Wilson 'and Vioe-Presidenteleet Mar- 
shall had become Vioe-President 
Marshall, they went straightway from 
the capitol to the White House and 
thence shortly to the reviewing stand 
in the park at the uianBloii'B front. 

The parade, with Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood, United States army, as its 
grand marshal, started from the capi- 
tol grounds to move along the avenue 
to the White House, where it was to 
pass in review. The trumpeter sound- 
ed "forward march" at the Instant the 
signal was fladied from the White 
house that la flftesa mlnntss the new- 
ly eleeted president and eommander- 
in-chist of the aratfts and navlse of 
the TTnited States would be ready to 
review "his troops." 

It was thought that the parade might 
lack Bomo of the picturesque features 
which particularly appealed to the 
people on former occasions. There 
were Indians and rough riders here 
not only when Roosevelt waa inaugu- 
ratad, 'but when he went oat of oOlce 
and was snoeseded by WOllam H. 
Taft, The parade, however, in honor 
of Mr. Wnsan aeemed to be pictur 
esave enough in its foatnrea to appeal 
to the multitudes. Tbey certainly 
made noise enough over It.

Washington, president of the United 
Stat I S," whereupon ihere broke out 
a ml.i;hty tumult of clii ering, bell-ring- 
ing and the noise of cannon. He- 
turning to the senate chamber. Pres- 
ident Washington read his inaugural 
address and the history of the 
United Statea under tha eoBStttu- 
tion began. 

Myth About JeffOrsen. 

If you are a good Democrat, no 
doubt you believe that Thomas Jeffer 
SOD rode unattended to tha capitol on 
horsebark. tied hla horae to the 
fence, and was lnau:Tiirated with less 
ceremony, than would attend the tak- 
ing of oflic! by a kei'per of a dog 
pound. Such i.-- trie old itory. but It 
is jnre my til and ia lii-.'il found in 
a book of travels in the United 
Statea written by Jcb.n David, an Eng- 
llahman. Davi;; a.-si !!• d t!'at he was 
an ry ;-v. iin.- .!» of th." tuniplo C(!rcuiony 
which be described, but It has been 
proved that he was not In Wash- 
ington at the tine. 

The Inauguration of Jefferson, which 
marked the defeat of the Federalist 
party of Hamilton, Washington, 
AdaniA and Jay, was the f.rst to take 
plar in Washington. The newly es- 
taM..~;ied national capi'-'l, I'', n but 
a few montlis old, coiitamed onlv ,'i,(iijO 
Inhabitants, many of tin m ncgroec; 
♦be houseH wire mostly liut.s and the 
»^trl■etI^ miiildy roads 'I'lit; big event 
was tl'us described iu the Philadelphia 
Anroia of Maroh 11; 1801: 

" V' aa early hour on Wednesday, 
Mar I 4, the city of Wasliiagton pra- 
ses r-l a speotaela of unoommon anl- 
Batk it oecaaloaad by tha addition to 
Its uaoal population of, a largo liody 
«f eitlsona fMun the adjacent dlstrleta. 
A digcharge from the company of 
Washington artillery ushered 6 tbe 
day, and about one o'clock the Alex- 
andria company of riflemen with the 
«-oinrany of artillery paraded In front 
t f Lhe President's lodgings. At 12 
olclock Thomas JaCarsoa, attondad bjr 



a number or uia leuow citizens, among 
whom were many members of con- 
gress, repaired to the caiiitol. Hla 
dress was, as usual, that of a plain 
citi/en, without any distinctive badge 
of otflce. He entered the capitol un- 
der a dischnrgo from the artillery As 
soon as he withdrew a discharge from 
the artillery was made. The remain- 
der of the day was devoted to pur- 
poses of festivity, and at night therti 
was a pretty general Illumination.)) ' 
Jackson Almost Mobbed. / 
When Andrew Jackson waa^.4Meted 
in the fall of 1828 the pepfpla of the 
west and the radical elcjib'ents of the 
south acorod a triiKnpi and he was 
hailed aa a "nirvn'of the people " Tliis 
character v a^'empl-.tsized on the day 
cf his i;iatigi!"ai: '!! Uie following 
March, >br never before had such a 
hugo^otley throng gathered i'l Wash- 
in^i^n. .laci;so!i'8 wife had died not 
Lihg ! 'ore. and he asked that the 
^- xert-monies be made very simple, but 
the maaaca were too hilarious to heed 
the request The weather was pleas- 
ant and the eaat front of tbe capitol 
was used for tha first time for tbe In- 
auguration. In front of it aurged 
10,000 persons who were restrained 
only by a great Iron chain. Jackaon 
rode to the capitol on a wlUte horse 
and went thraup:h the ceremonies with 
(" :ii;y, and started l)ack to the White 
i'' iS '. Thin began hla troubloa, for 
t!ie p,'oide broke loose with a Ten- 

ti auce. 

Th" president was literally pursued 
by a liiotley concourse of people, rid- 
ing, runniii;,-, helter-skelter, striving 
vhu should first gain admittance into 
the executive mansion, where it waa 
undoratood that refreahments would 
be distributed," wrote a oontempo- 
rary. Mrs. Samuel Harrison Smith. In 
their mad rush tbe crowds fmastaad 
furniture and dishes and seised the 
food as if they were starving. "The 
confusion became more and more al- 
palllng. At one? moment the presi- 
dent, who had retreated until he was 
pressed against tho wall of the apart- 
ment, could only be secured against 
seriiii.B d;'r,t:er by a number of gen- 
tli'tneii linlxjig arms and forming 
tiieniselvi's into a barrier. It was 
then that the windows were thrown 
open, and the living throng found an 
outlet. It was- the people'a day, tha 
people's president, and tbo people 
would rule." 

Taken flguratlvaly, that might not 
be so poor a desorlption of the j^ight 
of prealdenta in ttaeae later daya. 
Expoaure Killed Harriaon. 

For 12 years tbe Democrats con- 
trolled the destinies of the country, 
and tlien the Whigs elected William 
Henry Harrlfop, who was inaugurated 
March 4, 1S41. Hy this time trans- 
portation was made easier by the 
building of railways and the crowd 
that (locked to Washington was im- 
mense. It was much better l>ehaved 
than that which "honored" Jackson, 
but it was hungry for offices. 

Cold, wintry blaata awept tha atraata 
of Waahington that Mareb day, and 
Harrison, already old and ratbar 
feeble, rode bis wblta horao wltbovt 
cloak or overcoat, and with his hat 
off In salute to the cheering crowds. 
The lino of march was unprecedent- | 
edly long, and so was the inaugural 
address, and then the president led 
the procession back to the White 
House. The exposure was too much for 
him and within one month -be was 
dead. 

Lincoln's Flrat Inauguration. 

Immensely dramatic was the first 
inauguration of Abraliam Linooln in 
186L From tha day of hla aleetioa 
threats against bis Ufa war* numer- 
ous, and deteetlTes discovered and 
foiled an organised plot to aasaaainate 
him on bia way to Washington. Tbe 
big bodies of troops that had been 
employed at former inaugurations 
merely to add pomp to the occasion 
now were used for the protection of 
the president. As ho nidt; to the 
capitol in a carriage he waa preceded 
by a company of sappers and miners; 
a double file of cavalry rode on each 
side, and la tha rear were Infantry 
and riflemen. On bonsa topa and in 
windows all along PaaaaylTaala ave- 
Boa WW* posted rlflamaa. 

Tba day bad opanad olondy, eliilly 
and dismal, but «■ tba pfartdaat stop- 
ped forward to take tbe oath from 
the aged Chief Justice Taney ihn sun 
burst through the clouds and shone 
full on the bowed head of the man 
who was to glvw up his life for the 
country he loved. IJncoln himself 
noticed this "sunburst" and drew 
tnm it a haypy aaguiy. •
